CAPE TOWN, Dec. 28.—Pending a 
parliamentary fight on the gold stand- 
ard. in which it seems almost certain 
the National government will lose its 
majority. the Union of South Africa 
was in a state of turmoil Wednesday. 

“We are virtually off the gold 
standard and the banks will have to 
quote exchange on a new basis,” de- 
clared the minister of finance here 
Wednesday.

circulation of gold had been with-
